Crawford told myself and at least 
two of the other employes that 
were 80 discharged to go and 
tell their friends—to publish it abroad —that 
they had been discharged because they were 
free silver men. His words to me were: 
‘Spread the news throughout the city; let it 
be known as far and as near as you choose, 
that you are discharged because you are in 
favor of the free coinage of silver.“ 

How many more of the employes were 
Jischarged for the same reason?“ 

“I do not know, as I understand there 
were several discharged after I left the 
store. I have heard of two that were not 
discharged at the time I left. Among others 
whom I know to have been discharged 
besides myself are Phillip Gradwohl, buyer 
for the glove and handkerchief department; 
S. G. DeVeaux, buyer for the notions, um- 
brellas and ribbons; Powers, buyer for the 
hosiery and underwear; O’Hanlon, sales- 
man in the furnishing goods department; 
Wren, in the shirt department; Deasy, floor- 
walker on thé third floor; Unterberg, sales- 
man in the boys’ clothing department, and 
two or three others whose names I do not 
now recall.”’ 

„Can you state how long these several 
gentlemen have been in the employ of Mr. 
Crawford?’ 

cannot positively. De Veaux I know to 
have been connected with the house for 
eight or ten years, and Gradwohl for five 
or six years. As to the others, I don't 
know their term of service. Most of them 
had been in the house as long as I had.” 


Stephen G. De Veaux lives at 2202 Howard 
street. He has a wife and five children. 
When a Post-Dispatch reporter called at 
De Veaux's home last night he found him 
surrounded by his family. : 


De Veaux is a man of unusual intelligence, 
He was not excited. He spoke calmly and 
without the exhibition of any feeling. 

“For twenty years and more,“ he said, 
“I have worked for D. Crawford. My head 
has grown white in his service. In all that 
time he has never spoken @ cross word with 
me nor found fault witih my work. 

“Of late years I have been the buyer for 
him of notions, ribbons, trimmings, um- 
brellas and drugs. All my departments 
have been paying since I took charge of 
them. 

“Mr. Crawford came back from Canada 
on Monday. A day or two later a man 
came around with a paper, asking every 
one in the store to.answer whether or not 
de was a voter and whether he had been 
registered. I answered the questions. 

“The man who brought the paper around 
asked me how I was going to vote. I told 
him that was none of his business. I 
have always been a Democrat and was never 
ashamed of it. but I considered the ques- 
tion an impertinent one.

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 10.—Ben H. Osborne, 
the young man who slew Theodore Scrador 
of St. Louis last night, is a victim of hyp- 
notism. For three weeks he has been la- 
boring under the hallucination that a man 
had stolen his soul, and had given him in 
its place dog brains, which were in his 
head. 

When Prof. Lee, the hypnotist, was here 
Osborne was one of the subjects on the 
stage. One night he was put under the 
influence of the hypnotist and made to 
believe that he was a dog. He was made 
to go through queer actions like a dog, and 
since that time he bas not been in his 
right mind. On the door of his room at 
the Purtell House he is said to have drawn 
pictures of a man with the top of his head 
taken off, and of a dog, about which he 
raved so continuously last night. Monday 
night Osborne was married to Miss Alice 
Key, a young lady who lived with her par- 
ents on Markham street. He had not 
announced his intention of getting married 
to any one, but left home earily in the 
‘evening and went directly to the residence 
of Miss Key and to the residence of Rev. 
Dr. Roberts, where they were united in 
marriage. 

It was noticed at the time that Osborne 
was acting in a curious way, but it was 
thought that he was only bashful, or a lit- 
tle timid, and Dr. Roberts soon pronounced 
the words which made them man and wife. 
Osborne and his wife went direct to the 
Purtell House, where they secured rooms, 
and where they remained until the time of 
the shooting. It is said that the young 
wife knew Osborne was mentally deranged, 
but was devoted to him, and was determined 
to marry. 

Osborne was seen in his padded cell at the 
police station this morning, but not a word 
can be gotten from him regarding the kill- 
ing.

SPEECH AT FARGO. 


Mr, Bryan Talked in Vigorous Style 
for Free Silver. 


FARGO, N. D., Oct. 10.~William J. Bryan 
arrived here to-day after having a number 
of disagreeable experiences on the road. He 
had to change sleepers at Aberdeen, after 
considerable delay. 

There was telegraphing and hurried con- 
gultations and the result of it all 
that at 3 o’clock a special train was taken 
from Aberdeen to this city. On the train 
were Senator Roach and members of the 
local reception committee to escort Mr. 
Bryan here. The candidate took the car 
of the Fargo committee, while his own 
private coach went on to St. Paul under 
the charge of John W. Tomlinson of Ala- 
bama, Mr. Bryan’s protector from crowds 
and overzealous supporters. It was only 5 
o'clock when Mr. Bryan was up again to 
address @ number of early rising enthusi- 
asts in bearskin coats. He went back to 


bed and slept till 8 o’clock when Fargo 
was reached. 

Mr. Bryan had breakfast here with Sena- 
tor Roach and the reception committee at 
the Hotel Metropole. At 10:15 he went to 
the Base Ball Park and delivered a speech 
half an hour long. 

At the base ball grounds a large crowd 
had obtained admission to the inclosure. 
On the platform, placed in a conspicuous 
place, was the historic eagle belonging to 
the more historic Bud Reeves, who made a 
canvass for Congress mounted on a white 
horse, wrapped in the American one. 

Mr. Reeves used to have a stuffed eagle 
perched on his shoulder. 

Mr. Bryan was received with enthusiasm. 
He was introduced by H. F. Miller, Presi- 
gp = the City Bank. The nominee said 
n part: 


Ladies and Gentlemen—I want to talk to 
hows a little while about one question which 
n this campaign rises above and over- 
shadows all other questions.

the tornado sufferers. 

“We, therefore, appeal to the citizens of 
St. Louis and vicinity to respond with 
equal generosity to this noble offer. 

“More money is absolutely and impera- 
tively needed for the afflicted victims of the 
tornado. The Relief Committee expended 
about $218,000 in food, clothing, rent and 
cash for their immediate relief; and the bal- 
ance of $29,000 increased by private gifts to 

„ has, been spent by the rebuilding 
committee in repairing the homes of small 
householders, principally widows, aged and 
infirm persons, and unmarried women. But 
on the average their relief was only 15 per 
cent of the actual damage, and these same 
persons, in many instances, must receive 
additional help or lose their homes under. 
the sheriff’s hammer. Nearly two hund 
other applicants, worthy of aid, have re- 
celved nothing; and Mr. Frederick, the City 
Assessor, after careful inspection n 
nearly one hundred homes of small house- 
holders, which neither have been repaired, 
nor can they be without substantial as- 
sistance. It will require at least $100,000 to 
tide. these sufferers over, and, a much 
larger sum could be wisely expended. 

“The condition of these homeless fam-

without clothes for their children and with 
no settled employment. Winter, too, 
at hand, end unless relief is immediately 

rovided, their condition will be horrible.

4on must inevitably ensue. At best, the 
resources of our benevolent charitable or- 
ganizations will be taxed to their utmost 
during the coming winter.

THE WACKERLE 
CASE RECALLED. 


AGAIN THE SPURIOUS HUSBAND 
BREAKS IN. 


FIGHTING A PENSION CLAIM. 


Mrs. Wackerle's Long Contest For In- 
surance on a Man Alleged to 
Be Alive 


The attention of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court officials was called within the 
week to the celebrated Wackerle case, which 
was probably the most sensational ever 
tried in the Federal Court here. 

The case has been recalled by the at- 
tempt of Mrs. Wackerle to get a pension 
as William Wackerle's widow. 

In 1880 Mrs. Walberga Wackerle sued the 
United States Mutual Life Insurance Co. on 
a $4,000 policy issued to her husband, Wil- 


liam Wackerle. 

The defense was that Wackerle was not 
dead and at the trial, in 1882, the Msurance 
company produced a man who swore that 
he was William Wackerle. 

Mrs. Wackerle denied that he was the 
William Wackerle who was her husband, 
and after a several days’ trial the jury be- 
lieved her and gave a judgment for $6,206— 
the amount of her claim, with several years’ 
interest. 

The story as it came out on the trial was 
this: The Wackeries were married in 1858 
at Carver, Carver County, Minn., and lived 
there on a farm until 1862, when Wackerle 
went into the army. After serving two 
years he was discharged on account of 
injuries He returned home and sold the 
farm and the family removed to Milwaukee, 
where he took out two poliices in favor 
ot ais wif e for $3,000 in the Aetna and 
the other for $4,000 in the Mutual] Life. 

From Milwaukee they moved to Detrolt 
then Wackerle, who was of a roving dis- 
position, left his wife and went to Califor- 
nia. In 1871 she moved to Quincy, III., and 
not having heard from him for some time 
she advertised for him and got a letter from 
him from Sacramento, Cal. She went there 
and found him, but was called back to 
Quincy to bury one of her children. 

Up to this point all was clear concerning 
Wackerle, but there was sharp conflict as 
to what afterwards. Mrs. Wack 
erle claimed that Wackerle was killed near 
Shreveport, La., by the cars on Christmas 
Day, 1872, but the defense denied that Wack- 
erle was killed and produced a man who 
said that he was the woman’s husband.

TRICKS OF COAL DEALERS. 


Short Weight Given Under the Cloak 
of Tickets Bearing the City’s 
Approval. 


Moses received ten short laws, which, by 
common repute, covered but one side of a 
marble tablet. These ten laws were con- 
sidered ample for the moral guidance of 
the world. 

The city of St. Louis, in its wisdom, has 
about 100 laws governing the management 
of scales for weighing a wagon load of coal 
and cannot regulate it at that. 

The laws governing weighing make one 
of the mos? interesting chapters of the 
munic:pal book. They gre an intricate study, 
and it is presumed that they are ironciad. 
de ment in the city requires as many

Every coal ticket issued must be signed 
by the City Register, countersigned by the 
0 ler and stamped and certified by 
the liector. The only trouble about it all 
is that these tickets are all signed in ad- 
vance, before a single pencil mark is t 
upon them by the weighers, or even before 
her get into the hands of dhe weignhers. 

ey come to the Register first from the 
printer. The Register's signature is print- 
ed on them just as the rest of the ticket is 
printed. The city is still issuing tickets 
with the printed signature of Harry J. Po- 
pian them. So much for the firet safe- 
gua 

They are then sent to the Comptroller, 
who has a rubber stamp, and some after- 
noon when a clerk or so is idle several thou- 
sand scale tickets are stamped with the 
Comptroller’s signature, and the second 
safeguard is knocked galley west. 

The next step is to send these doubly 
guarded tickets to the Collector, who stamps 
on the back of each the legend: The 
weigher of this scale has filed a bond with 
the Register,” and also: Dealers in coal 
are not authorized to charge a fee for 
weighing their loads of twenty-five bushels 
or less on their own scales, except hard or 
anthracite coal,” 

When the Collector has done this and col- 
lected $10 a hundred for red tickets and $3 
a hundred for green tickets, it follows that 
no weigher can oa Hoy mark wrong weight 
on the face of the ticket. 

The appointment and selection of weighers 
is a beautifully complicated affair,

It de- 
rives a petty revenue too small to pay its 
weighers, and sells a few tickets and 
. — all the time that the citizens are daily 
and hourly being robbed by the coal men. 

The officials whose duty it is to enforce 
the law are in a sort of hypnotic trance.

Salaries Paid Star Opera Singers—A

NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—What is hoped to be 
the beginning of electric service on all the 
elevated railroads of this city took place 
last Monday morning. The first experiment 
~*~ was with a Angle motor, running on the 
ghort branch between the Third Avenue line 
and the ferry. The success was so great 
that it is confidently expected that other 


motors will be promptly built and the entire 
system equipped. he motor used on this 
occasion is the first to combine the storage 
battery and third rail systems, though mo- 
tors have been run before on these sys- 
tems separately. The utilizing of both plans 
will, it is said, equaiize the inequalities that 
would accompany the use of either system 
alone. At the same time if either system 
ghould be out of order, the other will be 
capable of running the motors alone. The 
storage batteries in each motor are strong 
enough to run the motor fifteen miles with- 
out recharging. This trial motor is a big, 
red, wooden box-like car, ungainly and 
clumsy in appearance. It stande well above 
the tracks, is eighteen feet in length and 
eight feet high. In the middle is a square 

rtment for the motorman, with four 

dows looking toward the front and four 
toward the rear. From this compartment 
the motor slopes down until, at each end, 
it is only three feet high. There are 256 
storage cells, of two volts each, to be used. 
At present 56 are in the motor and 200 in 
four large boxes connected with the third 
rail on the platform. This third rail is 
laid between the tracks, and stands ten 
inches above the regular rails. A current 
will flow from the power-house, through 
the rail, to the motor. Two steel shoes 
reach from the lower edge of the motor 
and clasp over the charged rail, thus mak- 
ing the necessary connection. When more 
electricity is furnished than the motor can 
use the overplus will be sent into the 
Storage cells. When less is furnished than 
4g needed, the storage batteries will 
called upon for the requisite balance. By 
this mutual aid system it is hoped to 
eecure a force that will be absolutely 
steady and reliable. With the beginning of 
this electric motor service there will also 
be the beginning of an electric lighting sys- 
tem.

In- 
stead of taking eir electricity from an 
overhead wire or trolley, as was the first 
— the new cars will receive their power 
rom the third rail, like the system adopted 
by the elevated railway. Under the car are 
twelve res ce boxes, which will prevent 
the motors from being overcharged, and at 
each end of the car are controllers like 
those in use on electric street cars, by which 
the motorman will regulate the power to 
be applied to the car. At each end, too, isa 
circuit breaker, ch can be used by the 
motorman to cut off the current at will. 
These act automatically, also, in case of an 
overcharge of electricty, to prevent the

Ames was sent with a party to Wynd- 
ham’s headquarters. Two of his staff were 
found there asleep, but the bird we were 
trying to catch had flown—Wyndham had 
gone down to Washington that evening by 
the railroad. My men indemnified them- 
selves to some extent for the loss by ap- 
propriating his fine Wardrobe and several 
splendid

The unexpected capture of Gen. Stoughton 
is thus recorded:

President Lincoln said of this capture that 
he did not mind the loss of a General as he 
could: make one in five minutes, but he 
hated to lose the horses Which went along 
with the officers. Mosby says: “I was 
never able to duplicate this adventure. 
It was one of those things a man can do 
only once in à lifetime’ 

Once Mosby; while unattended by any of 
his command, captured two Federal cav- 
alrymen. This story is thus related by 
Williamson: 

He stopped at a farm house (Mr. John 
Coleman’s), for the vee 2 of making 
some inquiries, when h ng a noise in his 
rear, he turned and perceived two Federal 
cavalrymen. picking cherries. from a tree. 
Riding to where the two men were standing, 
he asked, “What regiment do you belo 
to?“ The waterproof which Mosby h 
thrown over his shoulders to protect him 
from the drizzling rain, hid his gray uni- 
form, and the cavalrymen, not suspecting 
who he was, answered A ws they de from 
the Fifth New Fork. told them who he 
was and demanded their surrender, As they 
were unarmed and had only straggled from 
their camp near by, there was no alterna- 
tive and they yielded. 

Coming in sight of the pike he discovered 
a long train of wagons passing, guarded by 
Federal cavalry. Turning to his prisoners, 
he told them he was in a tight place and 


slightest sign of an intention to betray him 
he would instantly shoot him. Having thus 
cautioned them, he tied their horses’ heads 
together to prevent their ting, and trot- 
ting along at a brisk gait, passed through 
the train and made his way safely to Gen. 
Stuart’s headquarters. The tr guards 
no doubt mistook Mosby for on® of their 
own officers and the prisoners for his order- 
lies or escort. The boldness of his action 
threw them completely off their guard. 

The best haul ever made by Mosby’s men 
was the unexpected capture of two Fed- 
eral paymasters.

Frankland in his charge broke and drove 
back the first squadron, but the other two 
remained firm and poured their fire into 
his party and also into Grogan’s men, who 
now charged on their left. Between Gro- 
gan and the Eighth Illinois there was 4 


(ditch and also à high rail fence. In the 


charge he was compelled to take his men 
through a gate in this fence, which not 
only delayed but also confused their move- 
ments, and in consequence Frankland was 
beaten off before Grogan could unite with 
him. The squadron in front of Dulaney’s 
house showed signs of wavering, but the 
Federals on the right of the gate sat qui- 
etly on their horses and poured a steady 
fire into Grogan’s flank. 

Though our loss was severe, it is surpris- 
ing that it was no greater. 

he most affecting scehe in the book is 
that in which is described the drawing of 
lots by twenty-seven Federal prisoners, 
seven of whom were to suffer the death pen- 
alty in retaliation for an equal number of 
Mosby’s men, said to have been executed by 
Sheridan. 

‘It was a painful scene,” says Williamson, 
and one never to be forgotten. It was not 
merely in a spirit of revenge that these men 
were condemned, but it was a measure to 
which Mosby was forced to resort, by the 
brutal acts of Custer and Powell. One of 
the captives laid his head on the shoulder 
of a comrade and w like a child.
